They allegedly participated in bombing Sterling Hall on the 
University of Wisconsin campus on the morning of August 24, 1970, with the 
blast and subsequent fire resulting in the death of a 33 -year -old researcher, 
plus several injuries and damage estimated at $6 million. The ‘damaged 
building, which housed the University’s Physics Department and an Army 
Mathematics Research Center, has been the target of demonstrations by 
radical groups led by the Students for a Democratic Society which reportedly 
vowed to use-all means at their disposal to force the Army~Mathematic s 
Research Center off the campus.

Bureau stated arrangements 
should be made for frequent broadcasts by local police in 
connection with this car and request that if located 
unoccupied and not obviously abandoned, that it not be 
immediately approached and arrangements made for discreet 
f isur. 


The stolen panel truck in which the explosives were placed 
in connection with this bombing was hidden by the subjects in a 
remote and heavily wooded area prior to the bombing. This 
information should be taken into consideration in efforts to 
locate the stolen Pontiac. 

The Bureau stated that efforts to locate this automobile 
should receive priority attention..
